Helena, Mont., Juno 28.— The firBt 
eirects of the Pullman boycott wore seen 
here yestorday. When the east-bound 
Northern Pacific train arrived the west- 
bound train was tied up at Livingston, and 
tho superintendent of the Montana division 
ordered tho oast-bound train to bo killed 
when it got to Helena. This was done, and 
tho 200 passengers woro scattered about tho 
city sight seeing. There haa boon no ex- 
citomont, and everyone takes tho situation 
good naturedly. On tho Montana division, 
extending from Helena to Livingston, not a 
wheel is moving owiDg to the fact that the 
shopmen at tho luttor point havo taken ad- 
vantage of the Pullman boycott to present 
their domanda for an increaso of pay, and 
havo gone out. Thero are a lot of tourists 
at LivingBton and a big number iu tho Na- 
tional park who havo been caught by tho 
tie-up. From Helena west trains uro oper- 
ated. Tho Great Northern, which runs its 
own sleeping-cars, is running all right. 

San FRANCISCO, Juno 2S. — Tho American 
Railway Union men in the employ of tho 
Southern Pacific havo asserted their power. 
As a result of their attompt to enforco the 
Pullman boycott passonger trains are tied 
up at every railway contro in tho state, and 
there is every indication that the tio-up 
may be protracted. An official of tho South- 
ern Pacific Company declared that hiB peo- 
ple had made up thoir minds that if they 
are not to be allowed to run Pullman coaches 
they will run no trainB at all. The local 
officers of the American Railway Union de- 
clare that the Pullman coaohes must bo 
withdrawn, and both Bides seem to bo pro- 
pared for a hitter and determined fight. 

Oakland, OaL, Juno 27 —Tho local 
branch of the American Railway Union 
having considered the order of General 
President Dobs, of tho American Railway 
Union, deoided to put it into effect. A mes- 
sage was then sent to tho officials of the 
Southern Pacific in San Francisco, notifying 
them that no Pullmans would bo handled 
by members of the ordor. In tho yards of 
the road, as soon as tho hour referred to 
arrived, tho men who had been cleaning 
Pullmans abandoned them, leaving the work 
half finished. Tho engineers in charge of 
the switoh ongines refused to pull the Pull- 
mans from the yards to the mole. 

Denver, June 28 — No through trains 
aro running on tho Santa Fe, owing to the 
Pullman boycott Five trains aro held at 
Raton, N.M., and one at La Junta, Colo. 
The company is doterminod not to move 
trains without Pullmans, and has appealed 
to tho Fedoral courts here and at Santo 
Fo, N.M., for protection. Marshals will 
bo Bont from Denver to La Junta, Colo., 
and from Santo Fo to Raton, N. M. 

Chicago, Juno 28. — A committee from the 
American Union was sont to the Fort Wayne 
yards this afternoon to call out all the yard 
and engine-men. Tho yardamen of the Chi- 
cago & Alton road were ordered out during 
the afternoon. All the union men employed 
on tho Alton road between Chicago and St. 
Louis have been ordered to go out on strike 
to-night. It is reported that 500 non-union 
men aro on their way from San Francisco to 
take tho places of the strikers. 

Columiujs, 0., Juno 28.— A committee of 
tho employes of tho Columbus, Hocking 
Valley & Toledo Railway called upon Presi- 
dent Waito this morning and presented a 
now schedulo of wages, in whioh a demand 
is mado for a full restoration of the wages 
that have been systemnl icolly cut down 
during the paat year. Office clerks, shop 
hands and trainmen aro included in. this 
lisfe. Tho miners are in sympathy with tho 
employes, and in case of a strike assert 
they will not mine coal to move trains 
manned with non-union men. President 
Waito gave his roply this afternoon : 
" Restoration of wages is refused until 
normal conditions prevail and thoro is no 
longor danger of a strike, when the company 
will restore the last ten cent cut and date it 
back to Juno." It is not believed that tho 
cmployeB will accept the terms offered by 
President Waito. Tho move for tho restora- 
tion of wages is under tho auspicos of tho 
American Railway Union. 

MILWAUKEE, Juno2S. — Receiver Henry 
C. Payne, of the Northern Pacifio Railroad, 
Baid this afternoon that tho rocoivors would 
do nothing to compel their employos to re- 
main at work bo long as tho men do not in- 
terfere with tho property of the trust 
ostate. " Thero remains little for us to do," 
said he. " They have aperfoct right to striko 
under tho orders issued by Judge Jenks 
provided thoy do not intorfero with the 
rights of tho oompauy as guaranteed by tho 
laws. The privilege to quit was never 
denied them by thecourt," Asked whothor 
thoreceivors would proceed to fill tho men's 
places at oneo, Mr. Payne said that tho mat- 
ter was in tho hands of Guncral-Manogcr 
Kendrick, who had full power to act. 

HOW THE STAGE WAS ROBBED. 

A Passenger Explains the Cariboo lioail High- 
wayman's Method— A Tell-Tale Mask. 



wayman wero very nervous, though his 
voico was calm. 

Ab soon as tho stage had been brought to 
a standstill ho ordered the driver to throw 
out the expreas box. 

" I can't do it," was the reply, "it's 
tuoked away behind. You'd better get it 
out for yourself." 

" Don't get funny now," was the reply, 
" throw out the way bag then." 

Tho driver informed him that it, too, was 
put away behind, and ho was then instructed 
to hunt it out, and the express box too, and 
move lively about it. 

Whilo lifting out tho box and bag the 
driver mado an ineffectual attempt to get at 
his revolver, which was in his hip pocket, 
but the robber anticipated the action and 
took good coxe to prevent its accomplish- 
ment. 

In tho meantime the ineide puosenger, 
thinking there was likely to be "some 
Bhooting," had started down tho road on a 
run ; ho was tho recipient of a moment's at- 
tention from tho highwayman, who bringing 
his rifle to boar on him, soon had him back 
on tho stago. 

As soon as tho express box and mail sack 
haa boen thrown out tho stage was allowed 
to proceed. It in Mr. Phelps' belief that tho 
robber expected to posBeaB himself of Borne 
of tho Horse Fly gold, which, howover, hud 
not yet commoneed to como down. He ia 
believed to bo the aamo man who stoppod 
tho stage only a short time ngo, whon he in- 
formed tho drivor that ho would aoon ogain 
call on him. Tho police havo a good cluo to 
tho desperado's identity, as hia cunnyaack 
mask has been identifiod by tho settler from 
whoso houeo tho material waB taken by a 
Btranger who passed the night thero, and of 
them a close description was obtained. Tho 
Btage is now guarded by Gunner Oliver, of 
the B.C.B.G.A., who has just entered upon 
his hazardous and responsible duties.

Ho was a tall man, of five feat nine 
or ten, vory quick and agilo, HiB gray oyes 
woro sharp and keen, Been through two 
holes in a hastily constructed mask mado 
from a piece of gunny sack which completely 
covered his faco and hair. Tho hands which 
held the rifh quivered as though tho high-

French China Tea Sots at Cheapside. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, June 28. — The great colonial 
conference opened,to-day with an amount of 
eclat almost unprecedented in Cunada, Ot- 
towa put on a festive air for tho occasion, | 
and flags and bunting were flying from a 
hundred buildings. The Senate chamber 
was crowded to the doors by a brilliant as- 
semblage. 

Lord Aberdeen took the choir promptly 
ac olevon o'clock, being followed into the 
chamber by tho delegates in order of sen- 
iority. While in Canada thoy are tho 
guests of tho government. Tho Governor- 
General delivered a warm welcomo and said 
tho occasion on which they h.id assembled 
was likely to prove a memorable one. He 
trusted thoir deliberations would result in 
bonefit to the Empire of Great Britain. 

Sir John Thompson delivered a happy 
speech in welcoming the delegates on behalf 
of the Dominion government. As on pre- 
vious occasions Colonial delogates had ox- 
changed pledges over their grievances, 
to-daj' they plighted anew their faith in the 
progress and development of this great 
Empire which they represented. (Loud 
cheers.) 

The Earl of Jersey returned thanks for the 
hoarty welcome which hod been accorded 
tho delegates. The historian liked to mark 
tho opochs of peace, and they might thank 
Hoaven that they wero about to inaugurate 
an epoch which should be ono of peace, al- 
though the former conference had been to 
perfectarrangoments forprotcction in time of 
war. He expressed himself as in full sym- 
pathy with the objects of the conference, 
and declared his wonder at what Canada 
had done to bring the Northern ond South- 
ern partB of the Empire together, and 
praised tho enterprise which had built the 
C.P.R. (Applause.) Ho thought it was a 
happy augury for the opening of 
the conference that the good wishes 
and smiles (indicating the galleries) 
of the faireBt ones of Canado should look- 
down upon us (loud applause) and the dele- 
gates took the earliest opportunity to offer 
thorn their homage and respectful admira- 
tion. In conclusion he expressed his assur- 
ance that thoy would Bpend a pleasant time 
in Ottawa, after the reception they had re- 
ceived. 

Lord Jersey's Bpeech was acknowledged 
to be the speech of the occasion. 

Hon. Nicholas Fitzgerald, representing 
Tasmania, followed. He referred to the 
pioturesquoneas of his colony and its fore- 
most position in loyalty and dep.iro for ex- 
tended trade relations with the rest of the 
Empire. It was an auspicious day on which 
thoy met, being the anniversary of 
Her Majesty's coronation. He hoped 
the conference would bo fruitful in aiding 
to extend to the furthest corners of the 
world the blessings of trade and commerce. 
He concluded by endorsing the sentiments 
of hiB colleagues from Australia, saying that 
he hoped the conference would be productive 
of much good to the colonies and the empire. 

Hon Mr. Suttor, of New South Wales, 
and Mr. DoVillieis, of the Cape of Good 
Hope, were then called upon and made 
pleasing replies. 

Hon. ThomoB Playford, of South Aus- 
tralia, dwelt in o business like manner upon 
tho possibilities of the extension of trade be- 
tween his country and Canada. 

A. Lee-Smith for New Zealand, was tho 
next speaker and was followed by Hon. 
Simon Eraser for Victoria. After Mr. 
Thynne, of Queensland had Bpoken, 

Mr. Suttor moved "That a committee 
be appointed to prepare an address of con- 
gratulations from the conference to Hor 
Mujosty the Queen'on tho occasion of her 
having attained the 56th anniversary of her 
coronation." This was done and a resolu- 
tion on those lines was adopted by the 
conference, Lord Aberdeen expressing tho 
heartfelt pleasure it would give him to for- 
ward it to Hor Majesty and assuring them be- 
forehand of its gracious reception. 

Tho meeting broke up by singing " God 
Save tho Queen." 

Tho banquet given by the Canadian gov- 
ernment to tho Imperial und Coloniul dele- 
gates was a most successful function. Threo 
hundred geutlemen — senators, memberB of 
parliament, representatives of boards of 
trado, etc. , wero present. Tho speeches were 
choraoterizod by expressions of loyalty, and 
dovotion to the Queen and motherland, and 
tho deBiro for preferential trade arrange- 
ments within the Empire wob strongly ex- 
pressed. Several Australians spoke of the 
great object lesson whioh United Canada 
furniBhod to tho world, and said they should 
return home strengthened in tho determin- 
ation to work for the federation of tho 
Australian colonies. A referonce to Hon. 
Cecil KhodeB evoked tremondoua cheering. 

ONTARIO POLITICS. 

Appointments By the Mowat Ministry— Stand- 
ing of Parties in the Legislature. 

Toronto, June 28.— (Special)— The gov- 
ernment haa appointed C. F. Frascr, lato 
Commissioner of Public Works, to bo in- 
spector of rogistry offices. Hon. Mr. 
Drury has been made sheriff of Simcoo ; Dr. 
Gilmour, ex-member for W T ost York, has 
boen appointed ngiatrar for East and North 
Middlesex ; Dr. McMahon, ex-member for 
North VVenttvorth, stamp distributor at 
Oagoodo Hall, Toronto ; N. A. Belcourt, of 
Ottawa, cleric of the poaco and county 
crown attorney for Carleton, and F W. 
Murton, of Hamilton, sheriff of Went worth. 

Crediting West Algoma ro the govern- 
ment, the standing of tho parties for tbo 
Ontario Legislature is now : 48 Liberals, 
27 Conservatives, 16 Patrons, 1 Independ- 
ent, and 2 P.P.A's.

Captain Bobertson Adopts His Usual 
Tactics and Is Severely 
Rebuked. 



lho Premier Demonstrates the Ab 
surdity of His Contentions- 
Mr. Booth's Speech. 



There waa to have been a meeting of tho 
electors of Notth Victoria at Sidney 
Wednesday night, when it was fully un- 
derstood that Mr. Booth, the government 
candidate, and Captain Robertson, tho 
opposition man, wore to meet on the plat- 
form. A number of peoplo from tho oity 
went out, and the Premier, anxious to give 
Captain Robortson his longed for oppor 
tunity to meet hfm, wont olong to gratify 
that gentleman's wish. When Sidnoy was 
reached, however, it seemed that the gallant 
Captain preferred to have a little meeting of 
his own at North Suanich, two miles away. 
Unwilling to disappoint tho Captain, the 
Promier and Mr. Booth jumped into a 
bugjjy and sped away to where Captain 
Robortson was holding forth, whilo tho 
electors who had met at Sidnoy filed along 
behind— and away they went to North 
Saanich school house, where Captain Robert- 
son and a buker'a dozan of his supporters 
had gathered. 

" Why," said tho Captain when ho saw 
tho Premier appear, " I have been wanting 
to meet you for a long time." 

"I suppose you aro not disappointed 
cow," blandly replied the Premier, with a 
smile, and then tho audionco waited until 
the people who were at Sidney camo along. 
After a time they appeared, and the school 
house was rapidly filled to the doors. 

Mr. D. Mucdonald waa appointed to the 
ohair, and briefly oponing the proceedings, 
oa'led upon Mr, Booth to speak. 

Mr. Booth— as it was supposed to be 
Capt. Robertson's mooting — had not expeot- 
ed to break the ico. However, ho would 
state that he represented the government, 
bub would not enter into their gen- 
eral policy so fully as he otherwise 
would had not the Premier been 
there to speak for himself. Answering 
the accusation that he had changed sides in 
politics, Mr. Booth Btated that he had sup- 
ported the policy of what was known as the 
DcCosmos administration, as it had inau- 
gurated tho plan of spending money for the 
development of the country, and had opposed 
the Boaven party because they had gone 
back to the old policy of stagnation. In a 
young country it did not do to keep the ex- 
penditure within the revenue always, as just 
as a man put borrowed capital into a farm 
for the purpose of dovelopmont and 
looking to the future, so it was 
in this young country. That was 
the reason he supported the government 
and why the country itsolf supported it. and 
would always do bo. (Applause.) At the 
last eleotion he had beon returned as an in- 
dependent supporter of the government, and 
had oonsiatently followed that course ever 
since. Tho government had, it waa true, 
borrowed money to open up the country, 
but the bridges, roads and other public 
works were assota for offsetting the amount 
borrowed. Tho peoplo did not want the 
Beaven stagnation. Touching on tho rail- 
way policy it was evident that it was devel- 
oping the oountry, and the railways were so 
assisted that they would pay their own way. 
As to tho Nukusp & Slocan, what had 
decided him to voto for the hill waB that the 
C. P. R. certainly muat have had faith in 
the enterprise or they would not have agreed 
to run the road free of cost for 20 years on 
the terms they had, and still deposit 40 per 
cjnt. of tho gross earnings with tho Province 
to pay tho interest. He would leave the 
past policy of the government to speak for 
itself ; it is tho iuturo that must bo dealt 
with What did the opposition propose 1 
If they had a policy was it not time for 
them to trot it out so that the people oould 
see it. (Laughter.) He hadn't seen it yet. 
Captain Robertson had promised to unfold a 
tale, but it was still not unfolded. They 
would like to know what that policy was. 
(A voice, "he hasn't got one.") 
Population Bhould be tho basis of 
representation was what some of the 
Vancouver opposition maintained. Now if 
this waB the case the four cities would con- 
trol the Province, and that would not be 
good policy. Tho Boaven people represent- 
ed the mossbacks. 

A voice — No, no ! 

Mr. Booth— 0, yes they do. Lot tho 
country go back to the old Beaven policy 
nnd tho Province would stand still. Turn- 
ing to the land question, ho showed how tho 
government had framed the land act, not to 
givo away large) racts of land, but to induce 
actual settlement on email holdings. Tho 
farmers woro the backbono of tho country, 
and their duty to tho country w&h to sup- 
port the present administration (ap- 
plause), which steered a middle course, lib- 
eral but economical, with a view to increas- 
ing tho productiveness of tho Provinco. 
(Renewed applause.) Referring to educa- 
tional matters, ho held that the stato owed 
every child a good ordinary education, but 
farther than that Lho parents should pay 
for it. The present education provided waB 
high enough, and beyond that the govern- 
ment should go slow. In conclusion ho told 
hia hcarere that their own judgment would 
tell them it was in their interest to Bustain 
tho present administration. (Groat ap- 
plause. ) 

Captain Robertson camo forward to'spoak 
next amid some applause. Ho accused tho 
government of having gerrymandered tho 
district, and said that Mr. Booth bolonged 
to tho " silont brigade " in tho houso. Tho 
policy of tho government was rotten and 
dishonest, while that of tho opposition was 
ono of honesty. Not one single act had been 
passed by the government; for the benefit of 
tho peoplo, but everything was for tho Byn- 
dicales. Ho oould not see what chanco tho 
country had to grow. Tho salmon industry 
and collieries wero in tho hands of syndi- 
cates and it waB impossible to open up any 
other mines whilo the present party were in 
powor. (Laughter.) They might as well 
put a now born babo in the woods as sot- 
tiers. They could not mako a living. Tho 
government Bhould aeo that tho white men 
were protooted from the competition of the 
Jap fishermen. Mr. Booth did not to-day 
own any land and yot ho was the man who 
talkod about opening up tho country. 
(Applause and laughtor. ) What did Mr. 
Booth know about anything Mr. Booth spoko 
of oducition, but oould not oven speak or 
writo three linoB of decont English. (Cries of 
"speak the truth.") Capt. Robortson thou 
wont back to tho threadbare arguments 
against the crofters and made an attack on 
Hon. Col. Biker for trying to soli tha Cran- 
brook estato. Thoro wero throo things, ho 
went on to say, that now hurt 
tho provinco— the way they wore robbed by 
tho Dpmln'on government, tho way they 
woro robbed by the Provincial government, 
and ABiatia competition. All the railways 
that woro in the province brought tho pec- 
dIo only taxation. For oight months out 
of tho twelve the railways in tho Interior 



aountry were snowed up, and the Bystem of 
giving grants to railways ho oould only de- 
fine aa a fraud. It was an opon and shut 
game. The government had been depriving 
tho provinco of lands, and there was not 
one of its members but would have hia 
deaerts if he were sent to the poniteutiary 
(laughter); and if his party got in they 
would try and send them there. (Laughtor.) 
He had fought pirates, and was not afraid 
of God, man or devil. So how oould they 
say he waa afraid to face tho Promier. 
(Laughter.) After going on in the same 
strain for some time, accusing tho govern- 
ment of " prostituting their offioo," as he 
styled it, ho turned to tho NakuBp & Sloaan, 
aaying that the late Chief Justice had at the 
close of a brilliant career tarnished his 
name by being a tool of Mr. Davie. (A 
storm of hiBaea and cries of " shame.") 
Tho Asiatio question was tho next thing 
dealt with, " tho prime source of all our 
troubles." Japs were brought into the 
provinco and naturalized twenty-four hours 
after, so that the canners could keep the 
pay of fiBhermon down. Thoro wore more 
Asiatics in the provinco than white votorB, 
and a time would come when the 
whites would be outnumborod alto- 
gether. Ho had beon aooused of 
bringing Chinese to tho oountry. He did 
not, it waa his wife who brought throo 
Chineio sorvanta horo. Ho wont on to com- 
plain that white girls could not go out to 
aervioo because of Chinese competition. 
The canneries instead of being a blessing to 
the province were a curso by cutting down 
tho rato for labor, nud our younc men would 
have no prospects until that was Btopped, 
and it could not bo stopped until tho present 
government woro turned out. Then aa to 
the parliament buildings, $522,000 was got 
for tho 5000,000 loan ; it cost 13 per cent, to 
bring tho money here. Mr. Robortson then 
stated that while Mr. Booth was now so 
friendly with Mr. Davio thoro was ono occa- 
sion in the houso when the Promior and the 
late Hon. John Robson had a disagreement 
oa the Sunday bill that Mr. Booth had 
aided with Mr. Robson and told Mr. Davio 
ho lied, and the Promior had told him to go 
home and feod hia awino, it was all he waa 
fit for. Mr. Booth had at a mooting held a 
littlo whilo ago oalled Mr. Cotton a swindler 
and a thief. He did not do ao horo, but at 
other meetings. 

Mr. Booth — It's a lie, and you know it. 

Captain Robertson dropped personalities 
suddenly, and went on to blame tho govern- 
ment for the preBont depression. (Laughter 
and *' What's tho troublo in the United 
States and all over the world ?") Tho gov- 
ernment had rushed the estimates through 
the houso. The island had not got its fair 
Bhare of roads and bridges, was tho next 
complaint, most of tho money waa spent in 
Kouteaay. The oxpondituroa on Gov- 
e nment Houae and on rarveya wore 
some other things he objected to, 
quoting a long list of figures on various sub- 
jects, finding fault with all, inoluding the 
labor bureau, which ho said the labor people 
themselves said was useless. Col. Biker's 
travelling expenaea to England, $1,000, was 
another item, and if Col. Baker had tried 
any of these tricks in England he would 
have been in the chain gang. Tho expendi- 
ture for the smallpox epidemic was only a 
windfall for tho doctors, there was no neod 
of it, and harm had been dono to the chil- 
dren vaccinated by the filth injected into 
them. Tho Promier had started the ex- 
penditure then juBt to give his brother a 
position. 

Hon. Mr. Davie got a regular ovation as 
ho roao to reply to Capt. Robertson, and it 
was aomo minutea before tho applauao sub- 
sided. The burden of tho luet speaker's re- 
marks was, he said, that overyono opposed 
to his particular views was a thief and a 
sooundrel. Capt. Robertson had said he 
feared neither God nor the Devil — well, 
probably that was tho true character of the 
man. Tho first part of Mb Bpecoh had been 
listened to by him (Mr. Davie) with feelings 
of amusemont, but when Capt, Robortson 
began his disgraceful attack on that great 
man Sir Matthew Begbio that feeling gave 
way to one of mingled pity and diaguat. 
The dead might have been allowed to rest in 
peace and the remarks confined to thoBe who 
were living. (Hear, hear.) When be (Capt. 
Robortson) camo to tell them of the tarnished 
character of Sir Matthew Begbio, perhaps 
ho would also toll them of tho tarniBhed 
character of Mr. Justice Burbidge, the judge 
of the Exohequer Court of Canada, who Bat 
on the Bame beDch and who horo a bright 
reputation over tho whole Dominion. He 
(Mr. Davie) had been taught to look with 
suspicion on a man who had nofgood to say 
of anyone but himBolf, It could not be that 
all tho world was wrong and one man alone 
right. Yot that was what Capt. Robertson 
said. Whon he (Capt. Robertson) aaid that 
$400,000 waa going to wasto ho told ub foul 
a lie as when he spoke of the lato Chief Jub- 
tioo. (Cheers.) The man was trying to im- 
poso on them. Hon. Mr. Davio proceeded 
to read tho expenditure on improvements, 
roads, streets and bridgeB, for tho past six 
years, showing that the roads had been kept 
up in the district. Indoed, had not tho op- 
position made it one of their oriea that tho 
district was getting more than its just share? 
Throughout tho provinco tho government 
hud aimed at improving tho roads and 
bridgee, incontra-distinctionto Mr. Beaven'a 
cheeseparing policy. Captain Robertson 
had ridicu'ed the labor bureau, but did ho 
not know that only a fow days 
ago somo fiO or (iO men would have boon 
thrown out of employment hud it not beon 
for tho labor uct boing referred to in settling 
the matter by conciliation. As to Col. 
Bikor'a trip, Capt. Robertson had nothing 
to say of ono of his own party when in 
power charging .*,'}, 000 for his trip home. 
Vet because Col. Baker had charged $1,000 
ho was told that ho ought to bo branded 
with a broad arrow. Mr. Davio bore testi- 
mony to Mr. Booth's ueofulnees in tho houso 
and wont on to deal with Capt. Robertson's 
complaints about syndicates, showing how 
only men with largo capital oould build rail- 
ways and great undertakings. Besides it 
was from these big syndicates Buoh as thu 
Vancouver Coal Co. and others that tho 
provinco receivod most of tho taxes. Ho 
showed how abourd was tho costention that 
tho railwaya woro auowed up oight months 
of tho year, and scored Cap*. Robortson 
heavily for his wild statements generally. 
He defended tho government's railway poli- 
cy, showing how advantageous it was for 
tho provinco. Capt. Robertson ovidently 
did not bollevo in capital coming from out- 
side. That meant ho did not want employ- 
ment to bo given the poor man by now enter- 
prises being opened up. As to Chineso if it 
had not hoen for the policy of tho govern- 
ment thoro would have been moro Chineso 
hore than there uro. Tho inoroaso of tho 
tax thoy would find had boon 
voted for by both himself and 
Mr. Booth. As to tho numbor of 
Chineso they woro dcoroasing not in- 
creasing in tho Provinco. Captain Robert- 
son's statement that Mr. Booth could not 
read or writo, was too absurd, though 
there were bettor men than Captain Robert- 
son, even if thoy could noithor read nor 
write, Mr. Booth's reoord was well known, 
(A voioo— " As clear a record bb over a man 
had in tho district," and cheers.) But who 
was Captain Robertson to como here and 
malign peoplo. It was demagogues such bb 
Captain Robertson who iu othor countries 
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Speaks through the Boothbay (Me.) RegiHer, 
of tho benencl.il results he has received from 
a regular uso of Ayor's Pills.

Gentlemen:— Tho fionoral olectlonnow being 
near at hmd, and bolnif a oandtdato for re- 
election, 1 wish to placo my views on aomo of 
tho questions commanding your attention, as 
woll as to intimate tho line of action which I 
shall tako and tho measures which I shall, If 
opportunity permits, support and maintain. 

Tho p rty now in pox"or have practically hold 
olllco tor ovor eleven yoara. Their policy has 
been an indolinito ono on many of tho questions 
requiring consideration. At the last goneral 
oloctlon tho opposition ndvocatod reform in 
tno land laws of the provinco, u ud havo boon 
able to mako Boino important changes. 

Tho prlvilogo of allowing spoculutora and 
non residents to tako up Wgo traots of land 
has boen takon away and tho lands are now 
available for actual settlors. 

By tho eil'orts of tho Opposition tho asBOSf 
ment of wild land has boon much improved; 
tho ad valorom principle of assessment uccord- 
inc to tho land valuo, is now tho law. 

There are two ePBentlal matters yot to bo car- 
ried out in connection with tho encouraging of 
agriculture Bottlers. First, tho s-jrvoyiug of 
available landslfor such a Ipurposo and giving 
tho necessary information by tho Lands and 
Works Department; second, tho makicg of 
road« to Buch settlements, ao that tho farmer 
may bo ablo to bring his produce to market— 
such a policy na this must bo adopted in order 
to dovolop and encounigo tho farming Industry 
of our Provinco. By so doiug wo Bhall add 
much to our wealth and prosperity. 

Tho railway policy of tho Oovornmont has 
not boon a buBino6B-llko one. From tho time of 
tho grant glvon to tno Esquimau, & iManaimo 
Railway down to tho Nanusp & Slocan deal, 
the intercs a of tho Provinco and tho wolfare 
of the peoplo havo not boon woll gu irded. (Jn 
tho ono hand a corporation recoivoa a largo 
subcldy and an immonso tract of land, free 
from luxation for ovor ; on tho othor, a private 
compauy is subsidized by guaranteeing tho 
bonds to tho full cost of tho road as woll as in- 
terest on tho samo for twenty-Are yoars. Ono 
cannot but como to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ernment policy of such a character is likolyto 
bring tho credit ot tho jerovinco into disre- 
pute. 

Monopolies of any kind aro to bo deplored ; 
but monopolies backed by Government aid and 
support aro often tho moat dlillcult to ovor- 
co ■ o. Govornmont aid to such an oxtont aa 
has been given in tho instances roforred to 
procludcs othor roads from boiDg aBslsted or 
built. Ab an inBtanco of this wo recognlzo tho 
diitlculty the British Pacific Railway will have 
in dealing with theEsquimalt&Nanalmo Rail- 
way and its oxiating rights. Thus by tho action 
of tho presont Govorumentln tho past it looks 
as if tho provinco woro at tho morcv of ring- 
sters and monopolists who are despoiling tho 
peoplo of tholr heritage. 

I am oppoao-1 to tho oxcoutivo using its power 
to mako largo appropriations of monoy by 
special warrant for roads, Btruota. bridgoa and 
public works, without flrac submitting such lo 
tho legislature. Suoh a course of action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and ia not In ac- 
cord with tho principles of constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

1 havo advocated, and will continue to do so, 
lho reduction of taxation on imp<ovemontsand 
tho abolition of taxes on mortgages. Tho latter 
impost pro?80H doubly hard upon the borrower, 
and tho repeal of thlB law would be in tho in- 
terest and for tho advancement of tho provinco. 

The praetlco followed on tne eve of a goneral 
election of promising aid to public worka and 
institutions by members of theex^cutivoBhould 
bo condemned, as it la attempting to bribo tho 
olectors with tholr own monoy. Tho independ- 
ent electors should answer thia by Bending men 
to tho Legislaturo who will do their utmoBt to 
romovesuch ministers from power. 

During tho psst four yeirs legislation has 
beon brought about, chiefly by tho Opposition, 
In reforming tho tiohool Law. Tho residents of 
tho citieB havo now greater power ovor the man- 
agement of their school?, and more la yot desired 
In thi3 particular. I shall uso my best endeav- 
ors to bring this about, so that our schools may 
be free of all political influonccs. 

1 havo also advocated further reatriction on 
Chineso immigration and tho omploymont of 
Chineso by any company seeking charters or 
granti from tho Legislature. I havo advocated 
and still maintain Unit a clause should be in- 
serted in all billa giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent tho employment of this class of 
labor. 

I also havo advocated tho nocopslty of em- 
ploying rosidonta of the Provinca InBtead of 
non-rosidonts or foreigners in tho prosecution of 
all works or contracts lot by tho Government. 

It Is ImnosBiblo in nn nddi ess of this kind to 
touch on all questions affecting tho Province, 
I hope, however, before long to havo tho oppor- 
tunity of addressing tho olectors in public 
meeting at which time I will refer to mutters 
moro extensively. 

Hoping that my past record as a representa- 
tive in tho Local Legislature has boon arcopt- 
ablo to you, I again Book your votes and sup- 
port.

OPPOSITION LIES. 



The Premier Clinches Fabrications as 
to Government Statements Ro- 
Kardiugr the Flood. 



TYhat Mr. Davie Actually Did Say 
Regarding the Extent of 
the Casualty. 



Vancouver, June 28.— (Special)— The 
following interviow with Premier Davie ap- 
pears in this evening'* World : Hon. 
Theodore Davio cime over from Viotoria 
this morning and left by tho Atlantic ex- 
proaa for tho Interior, whero he ia adver- 
tised to addreBa a meeting in KamloopB on 
Saturday evening. Upon inquiry as to how 
the campaign was progressing, he replied : 

"Entirely satisfactory to the govern- 
ment, and nil this notwithstanding tho mis- 
roDrcRentations which the opposition are 
row rasing, and which are coming thicker 
and luster aa each day passes and the date 
of polling approaches. Hardly a day passes 
but that Bomo now falsehood, manufactured 
oit of whole clolh for political purposes 
crotm to the surface. 

'* The Utc t is o o I observed in the Vic- 
toria Times laat evening, where its Ottawa 
correspondent, writing upon thn Franer 
river calamity, assorts that His H.mor the 
Lieut.-Govornor, as well aB I, wired to that 
city that there was no distress ooncequent 
upon the floods. I do not know what Hia 
Honor the Lieut.-Governor dispatched, as ! 
was not conaultod about it, nor did I sue it 
before it waB sent, nor had I anything 
whatevor to do with its preparation. You 
may depoud upon it, howuvur, that he did 
n <t use such language as ia attributed to 
him. My dispatch reads that tho report 
sent abroad concerning the Hoods had been 
exaggerated, and that, the distress, although 
considerable, and in somo oases most serious, 
was not such, however, as tho means and 
the ability of the Province could not 
reliove. 

"I further stated in my diapatoh that what 
was wanted waa the Dominion to inaugurate 
a comprehensive system of dyking 
aad the protection of the river 
bmks from a recurrence of tho disastrous 
flood. This is a very different matter from 
stating that there waa no diatress, which, to 
say the least, would have boon stupid and 
mialoading — aa stupid in faot aa the eff>rtof 
the opposition to faBten such a statement 
upon me. That is but a fair sample of the 
many half-tiutha that party has been circu- 
lating about myself, the government and its 
supporters, and about which Tennyson has 
sutigthat tbay are the ' blackest of lies.' 
Upon being asked why ho had Bent such a 
dispatch aa he did the Premier explained 
that ho did so in response to a message ho 
had received from Oitawa that an appeal 
should bo mado to EaBtern cities for aid to 
the distressed. 

" Believing that this would be a false 
step," said he, "and likely to bring the 
Province into a moat unenviable notoriety, 
I promptly checked the suggestion, fully 
appreciating, however, the generosity, 
charity and goodwill of thoae who had 
made thn proposal, and for which the people 
of the Province will be forever grateful. 
The more I havo thought over the matter 
the dearer it seems to mo that in that 
appeal, if it had been allowed to be made, a 
fatal blunder would have been perpetrated. 
I felt that within this Province there 
were sufficient of those imbued with the 
promptings of Bympathy and fellow-feeling 
for neighbors in distress to render timely 
aid. 

" The government acted with promptness 
and I am certain had it beon advisable to go 
outside the government for assistance, that 
British Columbiana — true to their paBt 
record — would have reapondod to the ap- 
peal, and that at once. But to go outside of 
ourselves under all the circumstances, would 
not have been justifiable nor honest to- 
wards those for whom we would thus have 
received Buooor." 

A WILLING TOOL. 

The If umlliation Which Candidate ScUou Has 
Brought Uuon Himself. 

(From the WestruinBtor News.) 
Mr. Schou as a young man, with a possi- 
ble future before him, might have known 
better than to lend himself as a tool for any 
party or class of peoplo to go so far from 
home into a country where he is unknown to 
contest a constituency (East Kootenay) 
already represented by one of the most 
representative men of British Columbia, and 
of whoBe election there ia not the slightest 
doubt. He might havo spared himself that 
humiliation. He should not bavo permitted 
himBelf to be carried away with tho idea 
that the whole of life waa centred in 
a single election. A man who can be 
made a tool of for such an absurd purpoie 
as that will not elevate himself in the esti- 
mation of Intelligent peoplo. If it seema 
ncc?B >fv t.. plior a man in tho field to 
bliuuiu.a tno public, it would appear much 
more reasonable that ho should be selected 
from the ridiog, or be at least familiar with 
the people whoso suffrages he sought.

It is slightly in- 
convenient to leave the important work he 
is engaged in at present to travel that dis- 
tance, especially when there is nothing to 
fight Bavo a bugaboo or a man of straw. We 
trust that Mr. Schou will roturn, not like 
tho Mijor-Gonoral, but wiser than when ho 
loft.

kept tho workingman in a state of miaory, 
but ho could not bring such methodB hore, 
setting one claBs againBt another. His 
countrymen wero too sensible. (Applause.) 

A Voice— Tell us what your brother got. 

Hon. Mr. Davie -I'll toll you. Ho then 
Btated the circumstances leading up to Dr. 
Davie's appointment as health officer two 
years ago and his resignation after tho 
smallpox was stamped out, because the 
work interfered with his piivate practice. 
Captain Robertson had told them that all 
members of the government should bo in 
tho penitentiary. Well, where would that 
Rentleman be in the moantimt-2 If they wero 
to wait till tho opposition got in power be- 
fore going to the penitentiary they never 
would get there. (Applauso and laughter.) 
He gave Captain RobertBon some pretty 
sharp raps over the knuckles and told him 
that men had only to make auoh Bpaechea aB 
that gentleman to condemn themselvoa.

THE WISER POLICY. 

The Ottawa correspondence of the Times 
contains a reference to the floods intheFraaer 
Valley, in which tho Provincial Govern- 
ment and the Lieutenant-Governor are in- 
ferentially condemned for their action in 
not appealing to the Dominion Govern- 
ment and to the people of Eistern 
Canada generally, for aid. 

Concerning tho ability of a. resident of 
Ottawa to judge of tho necessitiesof the situa- 
tion in British Columbia as compared with 
that of tho Lieutenant Governor and tho 
members of the Government it is not diffi 
cult to decido. Wo mako no reference to 
tic question of good tasto involved. Tho 
Times' Ottawaeorro3pondent may rest asaured 
that if in British Columbia and especially 
in Westminster district, where the facts of 
tho case are fully known, tho policy pursued 
by the Government in relieving tho distress 
and providing' for necessities as they arose 
has been approved of and no hostile criticism 
evoked, it iB littlo use for him to try and 
influence public opinion, situated as he is 
3,000 miles away. 

The impression intended to be conveyed 
by the article in question was that, the news 
first received by tho people of Ottawa 
was that tho damage done by 
the floods was very serious ; that 
private information confirmed the truth of 
the pre3S dispatches ; that the Parliament 
of Canada and the people of the East were 
prepared to contribute liberally, and only 
waited for more definito information 
as to tho extent of tho loss ; but, that not- 
withstanding all these faots, telegrams from 
tho Lieutenant-Governor and Premier Davie 
statod that there was " no distress " and 
consequently an end was put to all relief 
schemes ; and that it was all done for 
political effect. Tho correspondent con- 
cludes : 

After what Mr. Corbould had done in tho 
house, and he had tho support of the other 
members from the Province, this placed them 
in a rather awkward position. They could 
not question tho telegram of Lieutenant- 
Governor Dowdnoy and that of Premier 
Davie, and still the privato information in their 
possession did notugreewith these telegrams, 
which were evidently both written by, or at 
any rate emanated from, Premier Davie. 
The only conclusion which tho British Co- 
lumbia members could arrivo ut was that 
there was a general election on in the Pro- 
vince, and that tho calamity was in somo 
way to be used by tho Government as u 
moanu of securing a new lease of powor. 

Ic would appear that the Timos corres- 
pondent at Ottawa is very much influenced 
by the tactics of tho editor at Victoria in 
his methods of misrepresentation, on tho 
principle that " evil communications cor- 
rupt good manners." Neither of tho tele- 
grams sont to Ottawa made the bald stato- 
mont that thoro was no distress. What tho 
Premier said in his meae»go, was that so far as 
known thoro waa no distress beyond the 
capacity of the Province to deal with — a 
vastly difforont thing t9 Baying thero was 
no distress. Nor did Mr. Davie, inspiro or 
have anything to do with the mossagn sent 
by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, 
which was an individual expression of 
opinion, and if it happonod to agroo with 
the Premier's messago it Bimply confirms 
tho wisdom of tho Government's action. 

The Promior in bis tolegram further 
statod that it was not relief of imme- 
diate distress, with which tho Provinco was 
amply able to doal without assistance, that 



was wanted, but co-operation on the part of 
the Dominion Government towards carrying 
out a comprehensive ByBtem of dyking and 
protection bo as to avoid tho recurrenoo of 
similar disasters In the future. 

The Government conceived, and moat 
peopio will agree with this viow of it, that 
it y/ould have been most unwise to havo 
advertised the distress, groatly exaggerated 
as it was, tho world over by appealing for 
aid, while it was in the powor of tho 
Province to amply provide for all the 
presont wants of thoso who had suffered, 

Tho greater burden of responsibility lay 
with the futuro, with bridges washed away, 
dykes broken, and a vast umount of dshris 
to romove. The assistance aaked of the 
Dominion Government was of a moro per- 
manent and substantial charaoter, 
which, as the conatitutional guard- 
ians of navigable waters and the ownora 
of large traots of public lands within the 
railway belt, thoy aro juatified in oxtending. 
In viow of this it would havo been exceed- 
ingly Bhort-aightod to havo accoptod tempo- 
rary relief in liou of what ia neceasary to- 
wards tho carrying out of a com- 
prehensive and permanent systom of 
protection to tho Fraser Valloy. 

This was the viow of it presontod by tho 
Premier himself at the mooting of tho ropro 
sentativos of Boards of Trade, held at West- 
minster, and which was unanimously con 
currod in. 

Tho peopio of tho Provinco may bo fairly 
trusted to know their own wants batter 
than a correspondent soveral thousands of 
mileB away, who, though anxious to give 
his paper political pointers, should confine 
himself to what he is qualifiod by know- 
ledge and exporionco to discuss. 

DUMB ORGANS. 

Tho Vancouvor World comments upon the 
faot that noithor the Nows-Advertisor nor 
tho Victoria Times has deemed it pru 
dont to publish Mr. Gordon's letter ad- 
dressed to the people of British Columbia 
Wo must say that wo aro not surprisod that 
thoso newBpapors, whioh are both intensely 
partisan, rofuBod to publish statements so 
damaging to tho person who it seems is now 
generally acknowledged to bo the Leader of 
the Opposition. Their refusal to publish it 
is a tacit confession that in their estimation 
at leant no reply satisfactory to honest and 
fair-minded men can bo mado to the state 
ments of faot contained in that letter. It 
also shows that thoy do not wish the electors 
of the Province to know tho true nature of 
the man whom the Opposition in this Prov 
inco have chosen as their leader. It goes 
without saying that if the organs of the Op- 
position had any reply to mako to Mr. Gor- 
don's charges— if it wero possible for them 
to provo that thoso ohargoswere without any 
substantial foundation— they would defend 
their loader as vigorously as thoy aro able. 
But their refusal to publish the letter ond 
tho dead silence they maintain with regard 
to it is tho best possible proof that Mr. Cot- 
ton's conduct in the matter is indefensible. 
Surely thi8 ominus Bilenco on the part of the 
organs of the Oppositiou, and this suppres- 
sion of tho complaint of a greatly injured 
man, must be looked upon by all honest men 
who hate deceit and who love fair play, aa 
tantamount to an admisaion on their part that 
all Mr. Gordon haB said is truo and that it 
would bo folly to attempt to explain away 
the faots ho has adduced or to show that ho 
is laboring undor a dolusion when ho bo- 
lieves that ho was tho victim of decoption 
and dishonesty. Tho course which the 
Times, tho Nows-Advertisor and tho New 
Westminster Columbian hare pursued with 
regard to Mr. Gordon's luttor is virtually a 
very emphathio condemnation of the Leader 
of the Opposition. Mr. P. 0. Cotton. 

UNDISGUISED BRIBERY. 

General Kinchant has gone to Cariboo 
undor tho auspices of tho Vancouver Adver- 
tiser. That, paper does its very best to 
make the way smooth for the Major 
General. In faot its recommendation of 
tho military candidate is a curiosity in its 
way. It is, if wo do not very greatly mis 
take, a good deal moro than a mere 
curiosity ; it is as barefaced an attempt as 
was ever mado to bribo a constituency. In 
order to soo how openly tho Vancouver 
purist goes about bribing when it is its in- 
terest to bribo, wo reproduce bolow tho 
News Advertiser's offer : 

Prom tho latest reports it also appears to 
bo probable that Major-fJenoral Kinchant 
will agree to bo hia colleague- on tho Oppo- 
sition tickot. If this should be the case, 
tho people of Cariboo in particular and the 
Opposition party gcnnrully are to bo con- 
gratulated. General Kinchant would be a 
valuable accession to the Iioubo, und would 
worthily roproBont tho pioneer mining sec- 
tion of tho Provinco— old Cariboo. His 
election would prove of great importance to 
Cariboo, since his personal qualifications 
and standing and hia connections in Great 
Britain would undoubtedly bo of great 
service to the interests of the constitu- 
ency. With vaot resources in minerals and 
other natural wealth, tho advertisement 
whioh a representative like General Kinohant 
could give tho Dijtrict in the Old Country, 
would unquestionably result in attracting 
capital and settlers of the right class, two 
things which, with the construction of a rail- 
way—which the Opposition is pledged to do 
its best to achieve— will glvo the progress of 
Cariboo Buch an impetus as will bring back 
that goneral and solid prosperity which its 
possibilities entitle it to expect. Wo trust, 
thorefore, that the rtport that Major-Gen- 
oral Kinchant will bo a candidate is correct, 
and with Messrs. McLeeso and Kinchant as 
its members in tho Legislature Cariboo will 
bo represented in the House in a manner 
which must redound largely to its advantage. 

If the oloctors of Cariboo can rosist this 
seductive offor of unlimited capital and a 
railway — two things of whioh thoy stand 
greatly in need— their political virtuo must 
bo indoed uncoDquerablo ; or thoy can havo 
no faith in the glowing representations and 
tho promisos of tho Opposition organ. Tho 
intention to bribo tho olootorB of Cariboo is 
cor.o/jicuous in ovory lino of the above ox- 
traot. Tho tempter evidontly knows what 
tho distriot of Cariboo moat requires for tho 
dovolopment of its resources and tho enrich- 



ment of its inhabitants, and he offers the 
bribe which is most attractive. Tho Adver- 
tiser no doubt pitches the key note of the 
Opposition canvass in Cariboo. The inten- 
tion to buy the votes of tho electors is quite 
as plain aa if it proposed definitely to pay a 
price in dollars and cents for overy vote 
polled for the Opposition candidates in tho 
Diotrict of Cariboo. Those electors who feel 
diBpoaod to nibble at tho Newa-Advortiaor's 
bait should first ask Major-Gcnoral Kinch- 
ant if he iB prepared to carry out tho pledge 
which the News-Advertiser makes in his 
behalf.

Tho courage of tho Columbian is almost if 
not quite phenomenal, It ia oourago of a 
bad Bort, it ia true, but one cm hardly help 
admiring it. It was only tho other day that 
our contemporary was convicted of tho most 
impudent and malignant lying about a mat- 
ter that was within tho field of observation 
o! its editor and his staff. It statod positively 
that tho grain, hay and potatoes sent by 
tho Government to the Frasor River set- 
tlors wore all more or less damaged, 
when it could in a low minutes find out tho 
exact quality of those articles. It declared 
that the supplies Bent aB relief wero used aa 
bribes, and that tho distribution was with- 
out system. Evory statement it made was 
absolutely false Its untruthfulness has 
beon expoaed, and it hus not had u 
word even in extenuation to Bay for 
itaolf. Does our contemporary show by any 
word or sign that it ia ashamed of itself, and 
is there evidence of even greater caution in the 
statements regarding the Government and 
its supporters that it has since been making ? 
Thero is not the slightest indication that 
tho Columbian haa become moro truthful or 
even moro cautious. It makes all sorts of 
statements as recklessly as over it did. It 
seems to expect that its readers will believe 
all that it states about what haa beon done, 
what is going on now, and what will take 
plaoe in tho futuro, as implicitly as if it had 
never published a barefaced untruth or ven 
tured an absurdly improbable prediction. It 
lies as boldly as ever it did and prophesies 
with as much assurance, It is not ashomed 
that it has been exposed in the past, and it 
haB ovidontly no fear that it will be exposed 
in the futuro. It is porfeotly reckless. 



AN AMUSING RETROSPECT. 

Now that the results of the Ontario elec- 
tions are known it is not a littlo amusing to 
road tho calculations, the assurances and 
the predictions that are contained in tho 
Ontario newspapers published a week or so 
Bgo. Somo of them are so ridiculouBly wide 
of tho mark that many editors must feel 
ashamed and humiliated when thoy happen 
to glance over tho back numbers of their 
papors. It would bo a little too ill-natured 
to repeat somo of tho confident predictions, 
or to go over the calculations mado by 
sanguine partisans. But tho lesson to bo 
learned from a perusal of tho election news 
and articles in our Ontario exchanges, is 
tho ono taught by tho Bhrewd Amorican 
humorist : " Never prophesy unless you 
know."

WESTMINSTER PENITENTIARY. 

Contlnuntlon of the Investigation— Deputy 
Warden Denies Every Charge and Contra- 
dicts Judge McCrelght's Testimony. 

New Westminster, Juno 28 — (Special) 
— The Royul Commia&ion on penitentiary 
affaire waa continued to-day. Instructor 
Miller testified that 4,000 flour Backs had 
been taken away by order of tho Deputy 
Warden. Tho only other witueaB was 
Deputy Warden Fitziimmons, who denied 
every charge prefcrrod against him, but 
admitted many irregularities. Ho con- 
ttudictod Jtulgo MeCreight's statomont re- 
garding tho keep of the latter's horse, 
claiming that the Judge did not pay for tho 
horse's keep, but gavo him the money to bo 
spent on charity. 

Tho auction sale of Mount Tolmio pro- 
perty baa demonstrated that thero ia atill 
a little money to bo Invested in Victoria 
real estate, especially when they Bee it is 
going cbeap. Tho sale yesterday by H Cuth- 
bort eft Co. waa as successful ub could bo ex- 
pected, although tho vendors havo not real- 
ized aa much money aa they want. Tho 
aalo will bo continue 1 on Friday next, at 
tho aame time and place.

Disposes of the Business for the 
Quarter— The Fourth of 
July Picnic. 



Mr. Hall Urges the Cancellation of 
Numerous Licenses for 
Due Cause. 

Mayor ToBguo, Polioe Magistrate Macrae 
and Dr. I. W. Powell, J.P., eat yesterday as 
a. board of licensing commissioners for the 
city, to hear and determine the various ap- 
plications for the quarter. Chief Shoppard 
was present but took no part in the proceed- 
ings ; Mr. H. D. Holmokon appeared in be- 
half of Mr. William Jensori (who asked for 
a retailer's license for the basement of the 
Board of Trado building); and Mr. H. G. 
flail and Dr. Lewis Hall watched matters 
for the VV.C.T.U. and other temperance or- 
ganizations of the city. The audience was 
limited to one interested speo ator. 

Mr. Jensen's application was refused, the 
merits of the case not being gone into, as it 
wbb found that tho petition was not suffi- 
ciently signed to meet the requirements of 
the license law. 

On the application of the St. Andrew's 
and Caledonian Society for a temporary per- 
mit to sell liquor in connection with their 
annual games on the 4th of July, 

Mr. H. G. Hall objected. He held that 
there was no necessity for tho sale <lf litfxor 
at a picnic such as it was proponed to hold, 
and referred to disgraceful Bcenes which he 
said ho had witnessed in former years owing 
to the licensed sale of liquor at the Caledo- 
nian society's pinnies. 

Dr. Lewis Hall also opposed the applica- 
tion upon similar grounds. 

Mr. Helmcken, ua a member of tho St. 
Andrew's and Caledonian Society and of 
their committee, denied having Been or had 
any knowledge of Buch disgraceful proceed- 
ings as the Messrs. Hall had described. 
Their remarks, he commented, wcro in con- 
nection with celebrations of years ago, and 
he thought the board would agree with him 
that tho Scotsmen were quite capable of ex- 
ercising due cire and discretion in 
the sale of liquor, the license being given 
them as in tho past. 

lhe court decidod to grant tho applica- 
tion, the Mayor remarking, 

"It is the special wish of the commis- 
sioners that great care be taken in tho sale 
of liquors at this picnic, whioh wo here per- 
mit. I hope that tho bartenders will be in- 
structed Bpecifically and particularly not to 
supply any drink to a drunken mm or to a 
minor. It would be a grave annoyanco and 
disgrace for men to be aeen drunk and mis- 
conducting themselves at the society's 
games, particularly in the presence of the 
women and children who will no doubt be 
there." 

"And for tha credit of the city," added 
tho Police Magistrate, " as well us for Mr. 
He'.mcken's conscience, we sincerely hope 
that the right will not be abused.'' 

Before the board adjourned Mr. H. G. 
Hall asked permission to direct attention to 
the fact that more than one license holder 
had lately been found guilty of offences 
against the 'aw in their licenied premises, 
wnich he (Mr. Hall) hold Bhould justify the 
cancellation of their licenses. The offences 
against tho law had been many and flagrant. 
Convictiona had been recorded in the police 
couit — tho conviction of D. Fee for Belling 
to au Indian might be mentioned. There 
could 1)3 no dispute as to the facts ; they 
were a matter of. record. He referred to the 
Fee oaee in particular because the houao in 
question had for years borne an unenviable 
reputation. The licensed premises were 
in a residential part of the city, 
which would be far better withcut a 
place for the sale of liquor. Not alone had 
Mr. Fee rendered himself liable to have hia 
license cancelled for cause, but so had 
others who bad been convicted of other 
offences— gambling, etc. There had been 
one or two flagrant cases both in the police 
court and ;in tho county court, in whioh 
there could be no disputing the proof pro- 
duced. As to tha Bee Hive matter he would 
of course Bay nothing, it not yot having run 
its course in the courts. He would, how 
ever, like to know if the court intended to 
take any action in respect to tho 
'licenses held by those others who had of- 
fended againBt the law. 

The Mayor— The matter you have re- 
ferred to, Mr. Hall, ia one upon whith the 
jwaxd. bai not "g$ reached a decision ; we 
liavo had it uncfer oonsldeiatlou for aome 
timo. Several parties have been brought 
before us and clearly warned against a re- 
petition of their offences, and If these nro 
repeated the board will assuredly keep ita 
promise. We will have to wait and Bee if 
the warning has been effectual. 

Mr. Hall — It is getting almost past the 
timo for waiting. Violations of the law in 
licensed promises are reported in thia city 
on every hand. 

Tho Mayor— Very well. Wo are prepared 
to act, but wo must have proofs before us— 
something^ more than broad assertions of 
wrong-doing. 

Mr. Hall— In the caBcs I refer to, tho 
proof is upon tho records of the city police 
court. 

The matter here rested, and the court was 
formally adjourned. 



IN THE CLOUDBURST. 

Exciting Experiences In Crossing the Conti- 
nent—Breathless, Awful Moments— 
A Hairbreadth Encupe. 

(From tho Montreal Wltncs-.) 

Sir Henry Gore Booth has reached Mon- 
treal after an exciting experience on the C. 
P. R. from Vancouver. He rather liked it 
all, but tho cloudburst and tho broken 
bridges, which they came perilously near 
falling into, wore perhaps a little trying on 
the nerves. 

Sir Henry is the bearer to Sir William 
Van Home of a vote of thankn, passed 
unanimously by the passengers of the train, 
appreciative of the oourteay and resource of 
tho C.P.R. officials, from tho highest to the 
lowest, along the route.

But the onginoer, 
who win) u oipablo fellow, receivod warning 
in time ; tho ongino was stopped ; and all 
was well. But the passengers had to 
go back to Aahoroft and romoin till Thurs- 
day morning. 

The next move whb to Kamloopa. Here 
tho track vvus fl poded. A pilot engine was 
sent in advance, but disappearing within 
the fl <od, tho tut:iucor was within an ace of 
losing his life. Hero there was another atop 
till Tuend»y morning. The passengora woro 
provided for by the company, whoso officials 
showed a fertility of resource which excited 
Sir Henry's admiration. There ia a readi- 
ness ia this country which Sir Henry missed 
in Ireland, which ia hia home. Observe tho 
heifvi' grazing poaocfully on tho paBturo.

This was what happened, and Sir 
Honry thinks this is a great country. There 
was a bridge down at Ravelatoko and an- 
other at Kicking Horse Pass, and all were 
glad when Calgary waa reached.

while the city ia to pay between $102 and 
$10.') per mile. The electric light committee 
could thus have saved tho city tho sum of 
$200 on Uhr small itom alone — aggregating 
about $1,000. If all tho purchases to be 
made are proportionately high we can quite 
understand that tho Bum voted by tho rate- 
payers will not bo aulficient to meet all re- 
quirements, as aomo of tho aldermen are

ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING. 



Mr. John Brydeu Has a Splendid He- 
ception at Englishman's 
River. 



The Opposition Candidate Completely 
Nonplussed -The Government 
Policy Endorsed. 

ENGLISHMAN'S RlVER, Juno 27, via Nanai- 
mo, June 2S.— (Spocial )— Tho aohoolhouse 
at Englishman's River was crowded to the 
very doors this afternoon, it boing pro\ iously 
advortised that Mr. Bryden would hold a 
mooting at that placo. Mr. Pillar was 
votod to the chair, and in a fow brief ro- 
marks stated that thoy had to-day tho 
privilego of having both Mr. Bryden, tho 
government candidate, end Mr. Smith, the 
oppositionist, to uddreBS thorn. Ho hoped 
tho audience would give the various speakers 
their careful attention. 

Mr. Brydou upon rising was greeted with 
such loud and prolonged applauso that ho 
was for Borne timo uuablo to speak. He 
briefly stated that he had allowed himself 
to be nomina'ed not to indorao all the gov- 
ernment may have done or might do, but to 
carry out, his addresa or platform to tho vory 
latter. Ho forcibly showed up Mr. Smith, 
who had stated at a mooting at Wellington 
that ttio present, aurvey mado by tho E & N. 
Ry. Co, to Comox was a farce and whb juat 
for the oltction. Mr. Brydou went on to 
say that tho E & N. Railway had on two 
or three previous occasions started on a Bur- 
veyiiig i xpedibion, for tho purposo of locat- 
ing the go;>d or bad, luyh or low lands, eo 
that .piuohascra when going to tho 
laud olliee at Victoria would havo 
puiutcd out to them tho condition 
of the land as tho ca«e might 
b:). After disposing of tho various 
charges made by Mr. Smith ugainat Mr. 
Bryden and tho government, of which Mr. 
Smith was unable to mako any defence, Mr. 
Brydeu went on to illustrate and comment 
upon hia platform, taking it plank by plank. 
He (farther Btated that tho Davio govern- 
ment was a progressiva government, und ho 
felt sure, taking it with all its fuults and 
all its virtues, it was a government that 
every British subject ought to bo proud 
of. (Loud ahecrs.) Tho manner in 
which tho business of tho province 
was conducted in the laBt session 
waB indeed a convincing proof that the reins 
of power had been placed in trustworthy 
hands. Ho wont on to show that tho fin- 
ances of the province had been very properly 
used, and demonstrated tho progressive 
spirit of tho Davio administration. 

Mr. Bryden, who had now been Bpeaking 
fifty minutes, asked if anyone had any ques- 
tions to auk, to which there was no responao. 
Ho then thanked tho audience for their kind 
attention, and took hia seat amid cheers and 
groat applause, which lasted for aoveral 
minutes. 

Mr. Smith, the opposition candidate, had 
very little to say and received no applauso 
whatever. He endorsed Mr. Brydon'd plat- 
form end said if he followed it up he would 
convert tho government. Ho dealt with 
tho Nakusp and Slocan Railway and said ho 
was not responsible for whatgMr. Forater 
might have said concerning the government. 
His remarks throughout wero brief. 

H.A. DiiioD, tho next speaker, said "You 
will remember that Mr. liryden has boon 
in tho proviLOJ thirty-two years and I thiuk 
he will make an able representative." 

John Horrobin addressed tho audience 
with but little or no <ff:ot, they being anxi- 
ous to hear tho government supporters only. 
He said Mr. Smith's whole interests were in 
the province. 1 

Shouts—" Ho has none." 

Mr. Alex. Sharp, amidst great applause, 
replied to Mr. Smith in an able manner. He 
Bhowed tho progresa the province had made 
under the Davie government, and dealt ex- 
tensively with tho financial question, show- 
ing the indebtedness of somo of the cities as 
compared witli that of the province. After 
spoaking for about thirty minutes he took 
his seat amidst loud cheering. 

Mr. William Lee, of Englishman's River, 
who supported the government and Mr. 
Bryden, said tho opposition had done noth- 
ing. For tho past four years they had not 
seen them ; but he believed Mr. Bryden, 
having an extensive experienco, would attend 
to tho wants of tho district, adding that 
Englishman's River did not want uny moro 
opposition. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman brought 
tho procoediugs to a close, tho audienco dis- 
persing with three hearty cheers for Mr. 
Brydeu. 

GIVINtf THEM A. ST A KT. 

Hon. Col. Bilker Finishes tho Work of Dis- 
tributing Seed bo Flood Sufferers. 

Tho following interview with Hon. Col. 
Baker appears in Wednesday's World : 

Hon. Col, Baker passed through tho city 
to-day on bin way to Victoria, and will 
leavo for Eist Kootenay on Friday. Ho ro- 
grots that tho opposition having sent up 
Mr. Schou to oppose him, necessitates his 
leaving his important work on the Fraser 
river bofore ho can comploto it to hia Butis- 
faction. So far aa tho distribution of the 
seed is concerned, all is now happily arrang- 
ed, but ho intended to havo looked thorough- 
ly irto the moans of replacing bridges and 
repairing public toads, and also into the 
dyking question — works which must now bo 
postponed for a few weekB. The government 
rolief work which ho has now completed 
may bo divided into tliroo sootions : (1) Tho 
romoval of cattle and Btock into places of 
safety; (2) Tho suatenunceof cattleandatock, 
and also of uettlera in urgent need ; (3) Tho 
provision and distribution of aeed and pota- 
toes to the farmers who havo Buffered from 
the floods* In all theso cases it was a battle 
with timo, because the needs wero imme- 
diate, but tho numerous Bottlers woro 
scattered over bucIi a large area- -extending 
for nearly 100x20 miles, that it 
was exceedingly difficult to satisfy the 
necessities of tho case. All tho cattle and 
stock wero removed to tho mountains, 
where it was possible to do bo, and in other 
cases they woro obliged to bo left on raftu 
and raised platforms in barns. On tho 
mountains the cattle, sheep und hogs could 
ruBtlo on tho brush, but druught horses and 
mares with foals had to bo fed with hay. 
This was no light task in itself, as tho dis- 
tribution of seed had to go on ut tho samo 
time, and tho stock on rafts und in barns 
attended to aho, us well ub the settlers 
who were in want of food. The lattor 
fortunately are not numerous — perhaps 
20 families in tho whole valley — but great 
discrimination had to bo exercisod in order 
to limit tho distribution to those really 
in want, Tho light against timo was 
tho most difficult in the case of tho diatribu-' 
tion of seed, becauBO it has to bo sown ut 
onco, othorwiso it will be of no uso. How- 
ever, tho diflicultics have all been ovorcomo, 
the supplies of seed have boen delivered at 
tho distributing points along tho river. Tho 
farmers are drawing their Bupplies of Bood 
from these points, and at Chilliwack tho 
bulk of the seed is already in tho ground. 



In tho case of Richmond, Surrey, The Del- 
ta and Coquitlam, the farmers have received 
orders, Bigaed by Col. Baker, on the seed 
morohanta in Now Westminster, and uro 
drawing thoir seed from that centre. 
Espfcial aare has been takon that the 
application tor seed from eaoh farmer 
should bo checked by local ' authorities, 
who know tho areas under cultivation 
and large reductions havo in 
many casea been mads. Col. Biker has ro- 
fusod to bold any political meetings duriug 
his mar-y peregrinations, as ho maintains 
that tho work of relief ia apart from all 
politics, and it is hia duty to limit hia 
endeavors to that urgent undertaking. Ho 
has never asked any man his political views ; 
all have been treated fairly to tho best of 
his ability. Of courso thero aro somo 
grumblers, but all tho farmers and soUlerB 
generally aro quite satisfied and grateful for 
tho labors of tho government in their bo- 
half. Too much praise cannot bo given 
to all those who wero associated with 
Col. Baker in hia work, especially to tho 
officers and crow of tho stoamor Gladys, 
which formed Col. Bukor's headquarters. 
For the last month both officers und men 
havo been at work in all weather, daily 
from 4 a.m. till 10 p m. Thero has never 
been a murmur or grumblo tho whole timo, 
but on tho contrary tho greatest cheerful- 
ness and good-will. Bofore leaving tho 
atnamer Col. Baker called tho captain, 
officers and crew together, und thanked 
them on behalf of tho government, and ho 
aaid ho was buro ho might add all tho farm- 
ers of the Fruaer river valley alao, if they 
could find the voico, for tho manner in 
which they had performed their duties. 
And now that tho work is finished it is safe 
to say that had it not been for tho prompt 
action taken by tho government many a 
ono would have boon u aerious Buffcrer from 
tho flood, but aid came in time, and for act- 
ing ub it did tho peoplo aro grateful to the 
government. 

EAST YALE. 

No Question us to the Triumphant .Success of 
the Minister of Lands and Works. 

A gentleman writing from Vornon states, 
in a private letter, that tho number of vot- 
ers at present, about 1,000, in tho East rid- 
ing is likely to bo increased to three or four 
times that numhor in a oouplo of years, 
owing to tho development of the Boundary 
Creek and other mines in tho district. Tho 
writer, who had been visiting Cump Mc- 
Kiunoy, says that the day ho left ono man 
took with him to Marcus 31 pounds of gold 
crushed out of his mill. Contracts have 
been made by the Sky Lark mine owners 
for conveying 100 tona of assorted silver oro 
to Marcus by pack horses. The indications 
of a prosperous mining induBtry being 
prosecuted on u largo scale never wero so 
good, und a jubilant fooliDg prevails. 

Speaking of tho political situation the 
writer says that it is decidedly favorablo to 
the roturn of Hon. Mr. Vernon by a largo 
majority. 

Mr. Vernon has been making a tour of 
tho riding, and has mot with a splendid ro- 
ception evcrywhoro. J. M. Duval, tho 
notorious agitator of Vancouver, who has 
been hired by tho opposition to go up to 
Yale, is stumping, but with tho -success 
which might bo expected to accompany that 
gentleman's efforts. At r, meeting at Ver 
uon on the 20th inst. he und a local barrister 
came in contact with Mr. Vernon.

THE MASONIC TEMPLE. 

How It Is to Bo altered and Improved— A 
Modern Structure Provided For. 

Tho old Masonic building is to undereo a 
great transformation. The contract for ro- 
modelling and erecting an addition has been 
awarded to Thomas Cuttorall for something 
in the neighborhood of §19,000, hut when 
the work is completed tho coBt will foot up 
some ?20,000. Tho old portion ia to havo 
a third story added to it, and a now addition 
three stories high, fronting 53 feet on 
Fisgard street with a depth of 80 feet, Is 
to bo built. Tho fine now modern block 
resulting will not bear much resemblance to 
the present structure. Practically all tho 
old front is to be torn down, and plato glass, 
terra cotta, a cut Btono entranco on ths 
corner, with other embellishments, will 
make tho old building tako u different look. 
The entire interior, with tho exeeption of 
tho lodgo room, will b3 remodelled, 

Thero are to bo three stores on tho 
ground fl jor of tho old portion and other 
changes in the upper atoriea. Tho now por- 
tion ia to bo of brick with stono dressings 
combined with iron und terra cotta to mako 
a handsome front. There will bo two Btores 
on tho ground floor, whilo a fine entrance, 
panelled and vestibulod with u broad stair- 
case, will givo access to the upper Btories of 
both buildings. An aesombly room, 60x35 
feet, will bo on tho first floor, with emoking 
und droEsing rooms and all conveniences for 
balls und purties, whilo above, on the next 
floor, a handsomely orched suppor room of 
the samo size is to be situated with kitchen 
and other acuesBories. Tho secretary's 
room, with vaults attached, is to bo ou tho 
ground floor. Tho grand ataircaseis to givo 
access to tho old portion of the building, 
which is to bo rotainod for tho purposes of 
tho oraft.
